C-S.R. 501(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 43 of the 
Post Office Act, 1898 (6 of 1898), the Central Government hereby makes the 

loliowing rules furtner to amend the Indian Post Office Rule >, 193.>, namely : ■ 

(1) These rules may be called the Indian Post Office (4th Amendment) 

Rules, 1994. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official 

Gazette. 

2. In the Indian Posl Office Rules, 1933,— 

(i) in rule 110, the following note shall be inserted, namely :— 

“Note : Money Order for which the advice of payment is sent by any electronic 
data communication process may be issued upto Rs. 100 lakh.'’ ; 

(ii) in rule 112, the following note shall be inserted, namclv : 

“Note : For remittance through Electronic Data Communication Process above 
Rs, 5000j-, a service charge of Rs. 1000|- per Money Order may be 
collected in addition to the commiscion charged from time to time on the 
basic amount of Rs. 5000.-”. 
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
